Indian Burial Sites 


STRONGHURST. Ill. (AP) - 
A farmer decided to build the 
home of his. dreams near here, 
and the decision resulted in dis- 
covery of an Indian burial ground 
that has yielded skeletons and 
pottery fragments more than 800 
vears old 

“Right now it’s a major new 
site...a major mortuary site in 
west-central Illinois.”’ said Stan 


| Riggle, 28. an anthropology in- 


structor at Spoon River College 
in Canton, who is directing the 


| excavation. 


Riggle said the articles and 
skeltons found dated from be- 
tween 800 and 1.100 A. D., a pe- 
tiod known by archeologists as 
the Late Woodland. He says he 
expects scores more of skeletons 
to be found. 

“There’s nothing approaching 
this kind of information for this 
time period from this part of 
Illinois.” said Riggle. “It is in an 
area that is almost explored by 
professional archeologists.” 

The burial site was discovered 
in early July when a bulldozer 
unearthed several skulls while 
excavating for a house being 
built by Charles E. Schroeder, a 
farmer. 


Schroeder said he bought the 
property because “I decided it | —

The¥ went ahead 
and bulldozed and then when 
they did find something they 
stopped...” 

Riggle, a graduate student 
from the University of Wiscon- 
sin, was in western Illinois 
working on his doctoral thesis. 
He was called in and began 
digging at the site with a team of 
other students, some from Spoon 
River College and Macomb High 
School. 

There are nine burial mounds 
at the site, and Riggle says he 
hopes to excavate two of them 
and parts of four others as soon 
as possible, since they are 
threatened by SONI CH of the 
house. 

“Right now we're in a situation 
which one could clearly call 
salvage.” said Riggle, whose 
home is Sedro Woolley, Wash. 
“We're saving information which 
faces imminent destruction. That 
won't be the situation once we’ve 
cleared out the planned driveway 

J area and the area for the house.” 

Pottery, arrowhead fragments

In winter it was 
exciting to watch the big engine 
come puffing around the curve, 
sometimes with practically a 
solid sheet of ice coating the front 
and white frost glistening on the 
sides of the coaches. As you 
looked up into the'cab you could 
see the red hot coals as the 
fireman shoveled coal into the 
hungry bailer. 


The crowd would swarm out of 
the comfortable station to watch 
and greet the arrivals while the 
baggagemen were busy 
unloading and loading the 
luggage. Sometimes three or four 
carts were in use. Passangers 
would step down from the 
coaches to be greeted by friends 


and_ relatives: while those 
departing would be waving and 
laughing or crying. The con- 
ductor would give the hand 
signal, the train whistle would 
toot and away they would go. 

It was from this depot’ that 
soldiers said a sad farewell to 
their loved ones, some never to 
return.

Did Portuguese 
Precede Pilgrims? 


Medeiros, they are following in 
the footsteps of such illustrious 
Portuguese-Americans as John 
-Dos Passos and John Philip

“When the Pilgrims arrived,” 
goes a Portuguese-American 
boast, “we had the harbor all 
buoyed out for them.” 

Behind this good-humored 
exaggeration stands a 
mysteriously carved rock at 
Berkley, Mass. Dighton Rock is a 
40-ton sandstone boulder whose 
weathered inscriptions may have 
been carved by a _ Portuguese 
explorer a century before the 
Pilgrims landed in 1620. 

O. Louis Mazzatenta, of the 
National Geographic staff, tells 
how he recently visited the site in 
the company of Dr. Manuel 
Luciano da Silva of Bristol. R.I. 

Dr. da Silva, a student of 
Portuguese history, believes that 
Miguel Corte Real inscribed his 
name, Portuguese coat of arms, 
and the Crosses of the Order of 
Christ on the stone in 1511. If 
true. Corte Real could have been 
the first European to set foot in 


what became the United States. Bedford’s whaling 


The explorer left Lisbon, 
probably in 1502, to search for his 
brother who had sailed from 
there in 1501. Neither was heard 
from again. Dr. da _ Silva 
‘speculates that Corte Real and 
members of his crew lived with 
the. Indians for at least nine 
years. 

“When later Europeans — 
Verrazano and Roger Williams 
— arrived here, they noted the 
Indians were light in color.” he 
told Mazzatenta. “I believe their 
paler hue was a characteristic 
passed on by Miguel’s crew.”

some 150,000 Portuguese- 
Americans living in New- 
England — _ counting only 
European-born immigrants and 
their children. 

They come from the mainland, 
the Azores, and the Cape Verde 
Islands to join relatives already 
settled in Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island.

Ice Glaze 
Is Spread 
Over State 


By The Associated Press 

Frozen tree branches, soggy 
fields and thousands of darkened 
homes greeted Wisconsin today 
after an overnight ice storm that 


_ paralyzed much of the state. 


As if- freezing rain weren’t 
enough to make life miserable 
Thursday, the National Weather 
Service predicted snow accu- 
mulations of as much as 10 inches 
for northern Wisconsin before the 
downpours gave way to colder 
weather today. 

With freezing rain snapping 
tree limbs and p-»wer lines under 
accumulations o! ice, homes 
throughout the state were 
without electricity, schools were 
closed and highways were 
blocked by fallen power lines. 

The sheriff's office in particu- 
larly hard-hit Washington County 
said Wisconsin Electric Power 
Co. had to withdraw its 
repairmen, except for emergen- 
cy crews, because of the futility 
of trying to repair downed lines 
that only snapped again under 
the weight of ice. 

An estimated three-nourths of 
the dwellings in the Washington 
County seat, West Bend, a city of 
16,500, were without electricity. 

In nearby Hartford, a com- 
munity of 6,500, police Said al- 
most.all homes were in darkness 
and that they were sealing off 


roads into town because of power 
lines on the pavement. Volunteer 
firemen manned roadblocks. 

The Red Cross, calling the 
county a disaster area, set up a 
100-bed reception center in a 
West Bend school for chilled 
families, some of them having 
struggled with power failures 
since freezing rain began ap- 
pearing Wednesday. 

The situation was _ similar 
wherever temperatures hovered 
near 32 degrees while thunder-

Heide said the chapter office r 


had relocated four families 
temporarily in area motels and 
provided a large generator to 
serve a group of three families in 


the Cleveland Heights Mobile 
Home Park. Some persons have 
been leaving their mobile homes 
at night because of the cold and 
return to them in the day, he 
added. 

It was reported that VFW 
officials at Cleveland have of- 
fered their building for eating 
purposes and overnight lodgings 
to persons’ requiring such 
assistance. 

Heide said the chapter office 
was also looking for freezer 
storage space to be used tem- 
porarily by families without 
electric power.

Walter G. Koepke, 76, former 
Manitowoc mayor and aiderman. 
died Friday evening at his home, 
1129 S. 13th St., Manitowoc. 

Mr. Koepke served as 
Manitowoc’s mayor for nine 
‘years and as a city aiderman for 
22 years. 

In 1950, after he had served 17 
hears as an aiderman, Mr. 
Koepke was elected mayor to fill 

'the unexpired term of George 
| Sladky, who died while in office. 
_Mr.. Koepke served until 1951. 
| was re-elected mayor in 1955 and 
_ served until 1961 and again from 
1963 to 1965.

His service record in the City 
Council included six terms as 
council president and _ lengthy 
tenures on the City Plan Com- 
mission and Board of Public 
Works. 

He was chairman of all major 
committees during his years as 
an aiderman, including the 
Utilities Committee, and _ the 
Assessment and Finance 
Committee. 

Mr. Koepke was proud of his 
perfect attendance record at 
hundreds of council meetings. 
The only time he missed a 
regular council meeting during 
his long political career, was the 
day of his wife's funeral in 1968. 
Mrs. Koepke was the former 
Mabel Williams and they were 
married in 1922. 

When he was honored on his 
retirement from the City Council 
in 1973. Mr. Koepke recalled that 
he served on the “Poor Com- 
mittee” during the depression 
years. At one time, he said, there 
were 800*Manitowoc families on 
the relief rolls and it cost the city 
about $40,000 a month. That 
figure would be translated into 
$400,000 in present day economic 
conditions, he commented at that 
time. 

His signature as an aiderman 
or mayor was linked to every 
school construction project in 
Manitowoc from 1934 to 1973. Mr. 
Koepke was mayor when the 
John F. Kennedy Physical 
Education Unit was built at 
Lincoln High School, and when 
the decision was made to locate 
the Manitowoc County Campus of 
the University’ of Wisconsin 
Center in the City of Manitowoc. 

As mayor. Mr. Koepke was 
instrumental in the final 
decisions for approving funding 
for the new Manitowoc Public 
Library later built on Hamilton 
Street. He was mayor in 1960 
when residents’ voted at a 
referendum to approve the one- 
way street system in Manitowoc. 

He was also instrumental in 
initiating planning activities at 
the city and county levels for 
programs for senior citizens that 
now rank among the best in the 
state. 

During his long career in city 
government, he served with 
about 125 different aidermen, 
and under seven different 
mayors. 

He said in 1973, “At 73. | con- 
sider myself young. . . I'm only 
old in experience.” 

In 1967, Mr. Koepke was 
honored for his work in 
conservation when he received 
the diamond Rahr Award pin at 
the annual banquet of the Izaak 
Walton League.

At the awards banquet. Dr. 
Harry Naidl. chairman, _ said, 
“Walter didn't just get his feet 
wet. He dove into conservation 
head first and whole heartedly 
and the waves he caused in 
conservation circles are _ still 
lapping at far shores.” 

His many activities relating to 
the Walton League and con- 
servation included building the 
gas corn roaster for the Izaak 
Walton corn roast stands at 
county fairs. He was a leader in 
the move to build a public access 
at Weyer Lake, and led the fight 
against water pollution in county

Historic Sites Preservation Urge 


The Manitowoc County Bicen- 
tennial Commission Thursday 
adopted a resolution recom- 
mending that the county board 
“take such action as it may to 
initiate a county-wide Historic 
Sites Preservation Committee.” 

_ The commission, meeting at 
the University of Wisconsin 

Center-Manitowoc County, also 
updated its members and several 
area community representatives 
on progress of Bicentennial 
planning as it ties in with the 
national observance. 

The resolution, submitted by 
Joseph Hutchison, director of the 
Rahr Civic Center, Manitowoc, 
and chairman of the “Heritage” 
committee, specifically calls for 
establishment of a “standing 
committee” for historic sites 
preservation. 

According to Hutchison, the 
“committee would be “concerned 
with preservation, in whole or in 


part, of historic sites and 
structures” within Manitowoc 
County. 


The committee, he said, would | 
be composed of representatives 
“with interest in historic preser- 
vation in not only the county, but 
also municipalities and other 
governmental units within the 
county.” 

Hutchison said that govern- 
mental impetus, on a county 
level, is needed to accomplish 
this goal. He cited apparent lack 
of concern for preserving ar- 
tifacts from the Opera House and 
fire station in Manitowoc as 
examples.

“There are several sites and 
structures throughout the county 
that would merit recognition on 
the National Register of Historic 
Places,” he said.

According to Karls, several 
groups in Kiel, including senior 
citizens, are in the process of 
suggesting related Bicentennial 
activities.

The session included several 
lectures and workshops related 
to Bicentennial planning. Nearly 
75 representatives were on hand 
for “inspirational” messages, 
including “Our American 
Revolution: An. Overview,” he 
said. 

Other committee chairmen (in 
the “Horizons” and “Festival” 
thematic categories) also sub- 
mitted progress reports. 

Mrs. Winnifred Smith, 
chairman of the “Horizons” 
committee, pointed to continuing 
efforts to involve more children 
in county schools toward pur- 
chase of a “Bicentennial 40” at 
Woodland Dunes. 

Woodland Dunes is a 700-acre 
tract between the southern tip of 
Two Rivers and Manitowoc 
which serves as a migratory 
stopover for tens of thousands of 
birds. The commission earlier 
went on record in support of 
preserving this area as a major 
Bicentennial project. 

Bernard Brouchoud, a 
naturalist, lecturer and bird 
bander from Manitowoc, showed 
several colored slides depicting 
bird-banding and hawk and owl 
netting activities at “the Dunes.” 

The project has also prompted 
the Woodrow Wilson Junior High 
School Ecology Club to seek 
purchase of an acre through sale 
of recyclable aluminum. Joe 
Muench, who is advising the 
club, explained that about 60 
students have been collecting 


alumnimum for nearly two 

months. : 
According to Muench, the 

project has been entitled 


“Recycling Is For the Birds.” 
Hopes are to have enough 
alliminimum collected by the end 
of the current school year to 
permit purchase of that acre. 

The aluminum is collected and 
placed in barrels at the school. It 
is then transported to the Mid- 
Cities Mall for resale to the 
Reynolds Aluminum Co. To date, 
nearly 116 pounds of aluminum 
has been recycled in this manner 
by the club, Muench said. 

The problem, however, he 
explained, is that to raise the 
necessary $150 (to purchase an 
acre) is bogged by the light 
weight of aluminum. Another 
factor, he said, is that it takes 
about 100 beer cans tops just to 
make a pound. 

The ecology club, which 
dropped a _ paper recycling 
project after the price of paper 
decreased drastically, turned to 
the aluminum recycling effort to 
foster “a habit of preserving 
resources. There’s a lot (in- 
cluding aluminum) that people 
need not throw away,” he said. 


Muench called for more 
community assistance for the 


school’s ecology club. To date, 
the five barrels of alluminum 
collected represents worth of 
about $17, he said. 

Teachers at the school also 
have a basket near waste con- 
tainers. The basket serves as a 
“collection drop” for aluminum 
materials brought to school. 

At the project’s onset, “v/e 
didn’t promise anything.” 
Muench said. However, “we horoe 
to present “some type of merit 
certification from the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency” when the project is 
completed, he said. 

“When we’re finished, though, 
both students and other com- 
munity residents will know that 
we really care about the en- 
vironment.” Such a project, it 
was said, would have lasting and 
residual value — a prerequisite 
for sound Bicentennial planning. 

Other projects “in the mill”, 
were reviewed by _ respective 
committee chairmen and co- 
workers. 

Mrs. Arthur Schwake, a 
commission member from Rt. 1, 
Two Rivers, revealed that dates 
for “Pioneer Family Days” have 
been clanged from May 27-28, 
1976 to May 1-2 of that year to not 
conflict with a Barbershop 
Quartet event already definitely 
scheduled. F 


Mrs. Schwake, representing 
Manitowoc County Home- 
makers, said the “Festival” 


activity would involve “bringing 
in old crafts, square dancing and 
singing.” The committee, she 
said, is working with senior 
citizens, the historical society, 4- 
H groups and Homemakers in 
planning the event. 

Robert Lyon, chairman of the 

“Festival” committee, also 
pointed to plans for tying in the 
1976 Manitowoc County Expo 
with Bicentennial activities. The 


effort has been bogged to date, he ~| 


said, since Expo officials are 
currently involved in planning 
the 1975 Manitowoc County Fair. 

Robert Lyman, Rt. 1, Maribel, 
a member of the “Heritage” 
committee, suggested a plan 
whereby the county board would 
appoint an historian in each 
community for preparation of 
historical publications. 

“We want to get more stories 
from the old-timers,” he said. 
“Such a publication would also 
include photographs. Enclosed 
stories would be in the words of 
those” who recall those earlier 
days, he said. 

Lyman also recommended that 
various media, including radios 
and newspapers, be contacted 
to sponsor “Bicentennial mes- 
sages” or special paragraphs to 
be bylined by “the old-timers.” 

Hutchison noted plans for a 
Bicentennial “Art Train” which 
*will be coming to Manitowoc on 
May 7 for a five-day stay. 
Manitowoc, he said, is the largest 
of six cities to be visited by the 
train. The project also involving 
Jaycees, is expected to offer 
tours to school children and the 
general public.

The 4th of July in the year 
1852 which, owing to the 4th oc- 
curing on Sunday, _ was 
celebrated on the 5th, is one 
that will never be forgotten by 
many of the earlier settlers. 

In order that the nation’s an- 


niversary might be duly 
celebrated, a committee of 
villagers had made 


arrangements for a parade and 
picnic at which a luncheon and 
refreshments. of all kinds were 
to be «served without charge. 
Hosea Allen was in charge of 
the 


arrangements and in- 
vitations had been sent to the 
residents of Manitowoc. 
Sheboygan and Milwaukee to 
participate in the festivities. 
Accordingly friends in 
Milwaukee arranged an ex- 


cursion to Two Rivers on the 


side-wheeler ‘steamer “Planet" 
which left Milwaukee on Sun- 
day afternoon. July 4th. at 
about 6 o’clock for Two Rivers, 
stopping at Sheboygan and 
Manitowoc en route to take on 
additional excursionists. |The 
steamer with a large number of 
excursionists on board arrived 
at the pier here about 9 o'clock 
Monday morning and was met 
by practically all the villagers 
who accorded them an en- 
thusiastic and noisy welcome, 
in true western stvle. 

A line of march was then 
formed with Hosea Allen at the 
head and Ed. Boutin as mar- 
shal of the day, followed by the 
band and the crowd. After a 
shor.t parade in honor of the oc- 
casion, theyywere. escorted to a 
grove of tall pine trees, which 
occupied the site where Mr. 
Kessman resided for many 
years. Here tables and benches 
had been erected and _ the 
visitors and others were treated 
to an elaborate dinner which

“—Our knowledge of distant 
parts of the world will be nearly 
complete. We will know as much 
about the interior of Africa as we 
know now about the U.S. 

“J think the Indians will all 
be driven out of the Black Hills 
and that the White faces will

Suddenly 
one of the lighted fire crackers 
was thrown into the keg con- 
taining the loose powder which 
had been used for priming the 
cannon. Instantly. a sheet of 
flame shot forth igniting the 
other powder contained in the 
bags, which, igniting all at 
once, exploded and flames and 


powder were shot out in every 
direction for a distance of KM) 
feet or more. When the smoke 
had cleared away it was found 
that 36 people had been more or 
less severely injured, the 
clothes catching fire in many 
instances, adding to the horror.

A Gre: | Forest Covered the Land 


Manitowoc County Lx>ng Ago

Nostalgia and bicentennial 
celebrations are very popular 
nowadays, but what was it like 
here before Europeans had 
colonized America? 

Here is a look at Manitowoc 
County before white men had 
seen this area or knew it existed. 

A great forest covered the land 
with trees so tall and thick that 
sunlight could barely reach the 
ground. 

The foliage was similar to that 
found in Point Beach State 
Forest — pine and hemlock with 
occasional patches of hardwood. 

The forest floor lay hidden 
beneath deep drifts of leaves and 
pine needles from countless 
autumns. Underbrush was 
scarce in the shady forest but 
grew thickly in clearings and on 
swamp margins. 

Wildlife was plentiful, — in- 
cluding several animals extinct 
in Wisconsin; elk, moose, 
caribou, lynx and wood buffalo. 
Whitetail deer thrived on the 
abundant hemlock browse. 

Lake. trout, whitefish, perch 
and other panfish abounded in 
Lake Michigan and other rivers 
and lakes in the county. Grouse, 
wild turkey and thousands of 
passenger pigeons as well as 


waterfowl and songbirds lived 
and nested in treetops and 
marshes. 


Man was also present in the 
lakeshore area, but he com- 
plemented rather than disrupted 
the delicate natural balance 
nature had carried on for eons. 
They were woodland Indians of 
the Algonquin stock, Ottawas, 
Menominees, Pottawatomies and 
Winnebagoes. 

All of these tribes depended 
almost entirely on hunting, 
fishing and the gathering of 
natural products for their food, 


clothing, shelter, tools and 
weapons. They also practiced 
some agriculture in natural 


forest clearings or by cutting and 
burning the trees and underbrush 
in a particular spot. 

Paul Radin in his book, “The 
says fields 
were tended by _ individual 
families or clans. Crops 
produced included corn, squash, 
beans and tobacco, the last used 
mainly for sacrificial purposes. 
Stone-bladed wooden hoes and 
sharpened digging sticks of wood 
were used to plant seeds in small 
mounds of earth arranged in 
rows. 

Hunting was the most im- 
portant means of gathering food. 
Radin says wooden bows, 
arrows, spears, and clubs were

the principal weapons of war and uy 
hunting along with flint knives | 


and stone-headed axes. Arrows 
used on birds and small mam- 
mals were sharpened sticks with 
fletching of turkey feathers while 
war and big game’ arrows had 
separate heads of bone or flint. 
Traps were used extensively, 
mainly deadfalls, snares and 
camouflaged pits on game trails. 
Fishing was done exclusively 
by spearing or shooting with bow 


and arrow. Spears were long | 


sticks tipped with a bone or horn 
point and were used at night in 
lake or river shallows with the 
aid of pine pitch torches which 
attract the fish. 

Radin states a commonly used 


_ trap for fishing was a triangular 


weir made of sticks and loaded 
with a stone at its base. It would 
be placed at the head of a 
waterfall caused bv artificial 
damming of a stream. 

Wild rice, berries and edible 
roots were eagerly sought for the 
Indian’s larder. Rice, according 
to Radin, was harvested from 
birch bark canoes every fall by 
bending the stalks over the boat 
and flailing them with sticks to 


dislodge the - kernels. 
Strawberries, raspberries, 
cranberries and blueberries 


were picked from forests and

two types of dwellings, the 
wigwam or winter lodge and the 


summer lodge. .John M. Douglas, 


says in “The Indians in 
Wisconsin's History.” The 
wigwam was igloo shaped with 
walls of reed mats and a roof of’ 
pieces of birch bark The sum- 


- mer lodge was rectangular 


shaped with inverted-V-shaped 
roofs much like modern houses, ' 
except it was simply an open 


framework of poles covered with | ’ 


strips of elm or birch bark. 

Both shelters had a hole in the 
roof to allow smoke from the heat 
and cooking fire in the center of 


the floor to escape. Sleeping mats | 


of vegatation and furs lined the 
walls. An Indian lodge was a 


| 


warm and snug place if you could * 


stand the acrid wood smoke, the 
smell of wet fur and unwashed 
bodies and the swarming insects 
in spring and summer. 

Early traders in our area 
reported that Indians lived along 
the shore of Lake Michigan 
spearing whitefish during 
summer, moving inland 
following the harvest of their 
crops in the fall. 

During these seasonal 
migrations Douglas stated the 
women carried all of the 
household goods as well as the 


\ abilities. 


lodges and spare clothing of the 
family. This wav, the men--were 
unencumbered if an enemy 
attacked or game was sighted. 

According to the ° National 
Geographic Society book, “The 
World of the American Indian,” 
women did most of the work 
around the lodge and in the 
fields. They gathered firewood, 
butchered game, tanned hides, 
sewed clothes, hoed and _ har- 
vested crops, cooked and cared 
for the children. 

Females were believed to be 
magically associated with the 
productivity of Mother Earth 
because of their child-bearing 
Women generally 
owned the lodges, belongs and 
fields although no one could ever 
really own land in Indian society 


! as it was held as a tribal trust for 


the use of all. 

The men of the tribe were 
responsible for hunting, fishing 
and religious duties. They would 


still hunt game trails or stalk 


animals through the woods in 
addition to holding game drives 
to supply the village with meat. 
Since a village contained 50, to 
100 people organized in families 
or clans a large amount of meat 
and animal by-products’ was 
needed to sustain them. Every 
part of an animal was used, 
according to the Geographie ’s 
book. Deer, for example, yielded 
venison, buckskin, thongs, 
thread and string from sinews, 
needles and tools from bone and 
horn, glue and arrow tips from 
antlers and rettles from hoofs. 
Religion, was an integral part 
of everyday life for the woodland 
Indian as he was a pantheist, or 
| believed that a god or guiding 
| spirit ran through everything on 
| earth. 
Elaborate ceremonies existed 
for events like birth, death. 
| beginning of a hunt, moving the 


village, planting, harvesting and 
a change of seasons in order to 
invoke the guidance and blessing 
of the spirits. 

Most tribes had a shaman 
(medicine man) who served as a 
medium between the real and 
spiritual world, besides healing 
the sick or injured with herbs and 
incantations. Belief in an af- 
terworld similar to earth but 
without problems and blessed 


with abundant game 
predominated among area 
Indians. 

Clothing for male Indians | 


consisted of breechclout and | 


leggings in warm weather with 
buckskin shirt and fur cloaks 
added during the winter. Women 
wore bag-like deerskin dresses 


reaching to the knees and donned | 


furs in cold weather. Both sexes 
wore "lightweight one piece 
moccasins, stuffing them with 
grass or fur during winter. 
Indians usually stank of camp- 
fire woodsmoke and bear grease, 
the latter smeared on the body as 
insect repellant during summer 
and for warmth in winter. 

Indian campsites, and_ trails 
and remains are scattered 
throughout the county, according 
to “Story of the Century” by the 
Manitowoc County Centennial

The 
mouth of the Little Manitowoc 
River was a_ favorite camp- 
ground and whitefish spearing 
spot for the Indians.

Little remains to show that 
about 1.000 Indians once roamed

ness where the dusky natives 
crouch around a __ flickering 
campfire, recounting ancient 
legends on the harmonious cycles 
of Mother Earth.

Bellrichard discovered the 


Vernon in more than 200 feet’ 


of water after two summers 
of searching. It took him four 
summers to find the Rouse 
Simmons. 

The Vernon was built in 
1886 at Chicago. The steamer, 
only 11 months old, was on a 
run from Mackinac, Mich., to 
Chicago on Oct. 29,1887, w hen 
it encountered a violet nor- 
theast gale. The crew lost 
rudder control, according to 
Bellrichard. and the Vernon 
went broadside to the waves. 
Bellrichard thinks the 
loading doors of the steamer 
filled with water and caused 
it to sink. 


On Nov. 1, the schooner “S. . 


B. Pomeroy” arrived at 
Sturgeon Bay from Chicago 
and the captain reported 
rescuing Alfred Stone, a 
fireman and the sole survivor 
of the Vernon. He was picked 
up six miles northeast of 
Sneboygan after floating on a 
raft for 50 hours. 
According to the book 
“Neshotah, A History of Two 
Rivers, Wisconsin.” by Evan 
Gagnon. Stone had been lying 


in his cabin of the Vernon 
when “he heard a terrible 
sound at the back of the ship. 
Stone grabbed two lite 
preserves, leaped into the 
waters and made his way to 
the life raft.” 

Stone is quoted as saying, 
“There were six men on the 
raft. One by one they were 
washed overboard. The- Ver- 
non settled and sank within 
minutes.” 

The unidentified victims of 
the Vernon wreck are buried 
in Pioneer's Rest Cemetery, 
Two Rivers. 

The Rouse Simmons was 
known as the “Christmas tree

The Weinhagen bridge at the 


| bottom of the horseshoe bend hill 
\in the Manitowoc Rapids area 
| was to be closed to vehicular 


traffic later Wednesday, ac- 
cording to Manitowoc Mayor 
Anthony V. Dufek. 

The closing was recommended 
' by state bridge —_ engineers 
because of the © structure’s 
hazardous and unsafe condition. 

The bridge, built in the 1880s, 
carries more than 2,000 vehicles 
daily. 

Dufek said that the area will be 
barricaded from the top of the

the west. 

There will be a four foot wide 
opening at each end to permit 
pedestrian and bicycle traffic 
through the area. 

Residents in the area will be 
required to use Michigan Avenue 
and Waldo Boulevard for access 
into the city. 

City officials have requested 
the consulting engineering firm 
of Donohue & Associates to make 
a separate safety rating study. 
The study will determine 
feasible to re- 
inforce the structure for possible 
limited use. 

At its meeting Tuesday af- 
ternoon, the Manitowoc Safety, 
Traffic and Parking Commission 
unanimously recommended that 
the bridge be closed for safety 
reasons. It was mentioned that 
the commission had made a 
similar recommendation about 
five years ago. 

The commission also heard a 
presentation from three property 
owners from the northwest 
section of the city who have 
proposed that the city sidewalk 
ordinance be amended to exclude 
certain areas in the interests of 
ecology and preservation of the 
environment. 

Making the presentation were 
Robert Kaufman of 1143 
Tangelwood Rd., Dr. George 
Cassidy of 3415 Chasm Ln. and 
Thomas Spear of 1203 Westwood 
Ln. 

They said that if the com- 
pulsory sidewalk ordinance was | 
enforced in the wooded area it | 
would mean the destruction of | 
many large and small trees. 

The commission took the 
matter under advisement pen- 
ding completion of a detailed | 
engineering study in the area by | 
the Public Works Dept. The study 
will show the proposed layout of 
sidewalks in the area and in- 
dicate how many trees will be 
affected.

Participating schools are given 


kits containing prints of 
Revolutionary soldiers to be 
copied on hydrants. “Basically, 


however, the design is up to 
them,’’ Mellberg said. 

Student groups generally are 
assigned to paint hydrants near 


their schools and at the most 
frequently used street —in- 
tersections. 


Painting a hydrant takes from 
one to three hours, Mellberg said, 
depending on the amount of 
detail and the number of persons 
involved. iy 

A. special anti-rust paint has 
been provided by Manitowoc 
Public Utilities. Small amounts 
of red, white, blue and black 
paints are handed out by 
Mellberg and his wife from 
supplies kept at the Mellberg 
home. It has been found that one 
quart will cover four hydrants. 

The Mellbergs have already 
distributed 20 gallons of paint 
and are awaiting another ship- 
ment of 15 gallons. Mellberg said 
he hoped to receive the paint 
shipment in time for it to be 
distributed among school 
children who will have a two day, 
vacation Thursday and Friday | 
because of the annual teachers’ 
convention.

Memorial Hospitals 
specialized services for com- 
munity benefit were explained 
by area physicians during the 
hospital’s corperatign meeting, 
at Redeemer Lutheran Church. 
Manitowoc. Monday evening. 

Dr. Joseph C. DiRaimondo, 
orthopaedic surgeon with Or- 
thopaedic” _z\ssociates of 
Manitowoc, spoke on the 
hospital’ s Laminar clean air 
operating room; Dr. Edward J. 
Barylak. internist at the 
Manitowoc Clinic, talked on 
Memorial’s new cell-separator- 
blood processor; and Dr. John 
H. Fodden, chief of staff and 
staff pathologist, gave 
“Medical Staff Comments.” 

Dr. DiRaimondo _ briefly 
described the history of the 
“clean air’ system. . . how it 
originated in industry and 
aerospace programs and was 
applied to the 
medical field. 

“The clean air system is an 
addition to facilities, not a 
substitute,” he emphasized. 

The new operating room is 
especially beneficial for 
operative procedures in which 
large tissue areas are exposed 
for long periods of time. It does 
not eliminate other necessary 
precautions, he said. 

Dr. DiRaimondo explained 
how the system provides 99.9 
per cent perfect air filtration 


and the importance of the use of 
specially made “space suit” 
uniforms. 

“These uniforms,” hé said, 
“have been highly successful in 
eliminating contamination dur- 
ing joint surgery.” 

A study, according to the 
physician, showed that 50 per 
cent of conventional gowns in 
use showed some contamina- 
tion but with the clean air 
filtration system and _ special 
uniforms, the rate is down to 
less than 5 per cent. 

The system is not always 
universally accepted, he con- 
tinued. because it is expensive. 
“The total _ cost is not 
outrageous when consideration 
is taken of the infections 
prevented,” asserted Dr. 
DiRaimondo. 

In conclusion the physician 
said that of more than 200 ex- 
tended surgical procedures phr- 
formed in the Laminar Ai‘ 
Room, only one infection was 
found and that was tracked 
back to a packaging defect. 
Follow-up studies are made on 
each patient and no. known in- 
fections have occurred. 

“We have gained outstanding 
results and the latest studies 
prove , the effectiveness and 
great benefits to patients who 
need this specialized service,” 
Dr. DiRaimondo commented. 

Dr. Bary Jak-told-of the prin- 
cipal of the cell-separator-blood | 
processor. . . how it operates 
much like a spin washing 
machine. 


‘rhe machine, he said, spins , 


at a great rate of speed in order 

to effectively separate the red,

In this way, only | 
components specifically needed © 
for patient transfusions are ex- 
tracted. All other components 
are returned to the donor’s cir- 
culation. 
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‘ine machine, he continued, 
also lets the physicians remove 
an overabundance. ot platelet 
cells from a patient’s blood 
when an excess is causing a 
papi problem. 

ecause the donor does not 
give as many red cells as 
previously, he can donate 
almost weekly. The machine is 


also helpful, pointed out the 
speaker, in getting _—_ cells 
donated and available to a pa- 
tient within hours and _ thus 
gives physicians a __ better 
chance to have relatives with 


matching blood available. ‘* The 
better the match, the better the _ 


results.” he said: 

Dr-. Barylak explained the 
machine’s effectiveness in 
treating patients with extreme 
blood loss due to coagulation 
deficiencies and leukemia.

It is one of the few hospitals in our state 
to have its own Cell-Separator-Blood Pro- 
cessor. This machine benefits leukemia pa- 
tients and those who only need certain parts 
of the blood because it separates the donor’s 
blood, extracts the parts of the blood 
needed, and returns to the donor those parts 
o£ his bleed unneeded by the patients. 

Another feature of the hospital is its Lami- 
nar Clean-Air Room. This provides a sterile 
operating room for surgical procedures 
which require a reem that is extra clean of 
any possible contaminating particles in the 
air. 

The room is certified as having less than 
100 particles of contamination per cubic foot 
of air.

Tt was Nov. 9, 1913, when the 
Great Lakes suffered their 
greatest disaster. 

The disappearance Madiey a 
the 729-foot Edmund Fitzgerald 
in the storm-tossed waters of 
Lake Superior recalled the 1913 
‘tragedy when two massive 

storms collided, swirled into 
blinding snow driven by winds of 
up to 80 miles an hour and swept 
over the five inland seas. 

The astounding toll added up to 
12 ships sunk, seven lost without 
a trace, and a loss of some 240 
lives. Estimated financial loss 
was $3 million. 

In addition. 16 ships were 
driven aground, seven of them 
destroyed. In all, 71 ships were 

| damaged or sunk. 

Seven of the lost ships were 
large carriers more than 400 feet _ 
long and grossing about 9,000 
tons. 

The Charles S. Price went 
down with 30 men, the H.B. Smith 
with another 30, the Carruthers 
sank with 28, the L.M. Smith and 
J.A. MeGean vanished with 26 
men each, the Argus, the Hydrus, 
the Regina, the Wexford with 20 
men each. The Leafield and the 
Lafayette also went down. 

Communications, poor in those 
days, hampered rescue 
operations. 

Ships were sinking just off 
shore, but no one knew what was 
happening. No one tried to launch 
any rescue operation. 

The tragedy didn’t begin to 
unfold until bodies began to wash 
up onto the snow-covered shores. 


Soon relatives and friends of 
sailing men crowded into the 
coast towns by the hundreds to 
ee identify the bodies, five of which 
; ever were identified. 
The Sheadie. a 50-foot tug was 
one of the luckier vessels. It was 
‘caught for hours in the raging sea 
but managed to ride out the 
_ storm. 

‘The ship's master. Capt. S.A. 
Lyons, described what happened. 
A gigantic sea poured into the 
stern of the Sheadie, flooding it 
and sending walls of water

gushing through the  pas- 
sageways on each side of the 
cabin. It bashed in the cabin. 
walls and washed provisions out 
of the refrigerator room. 

Lyons ordered the men to cling 
to a life rail. \ wheelsman was. 
ripped loose jut was saved from 
going overboard when his foot 
caught in a bulwark brace. 

Fearing the vessel would go 
aground, Lyons ordered it turned 
away from the coast, and it 
limped into port later. 

Others were not so lucky. The 
Carruthers had been just ahead’ 
of the Sheadie and the Hydrus 
just behind. Both sank in Lake 
Huron, along witn six others. . 

One of the battered ships 
turned turtle and floated for 10 
days. Never before had a steel 
steamer turned bottom up and. 


remained afloat, according to 
maritime pioneers. 
A week after the storm, an 


undated message was found in a 
bottle five miles from Pentwater. 

Tt was from Chris Keenan, U.S. 
Marshal in custody of a barge 
which had been abandoned in 
distress by the tug which was 
towing it. 

“Dear Wife and Children,’’ it 
read. “We were left up here in 
Lake Michigan by McKinnon, 
captain of the James H. Martin, 
tug. at anchor. He went away and 
never said goodbye or anything 
to us. 

“Lost one man yesterday. We 
have been out in storm 40 hours. 
Goodbye, dear ones. I might see 
you in Heaven. Pray for me.”

The building was erected in 
1928 at a cost of $60,000 with the 
first floor being used as a chur- 

*ch. At that time the parish had 
a membership of 200 families 
and 150 pupils registered, in thp 
school. 

Father Letz and his 
congregation worked toward a 
new church. By 1949 it became 
apparent classroom space was 
inadequate. 

‘A decision was made to con- 
struct a separate church 
building and it was erected at a 
cost of $250,000. Formal 
dedication ceremonies took 
place in December, 1950, with 
Bishop Stanislaus V. Bona of- 
ficiating. The church is of Lan- 
non sfone construction and 
seats 600 persons. 

The parish continued to grow 
and prosper. In 1955, work was 
begun on construction of a three 
story addition to the school and 
anew convent to house the 
nuns.
